ted broad new laws affecting 
every motorist, most of them don't 
become operative this year. 

For instance, the controversial 

E consent law to crack down 
on drunken driving does not go in- 
to effect until July 1 of 1968. 

After that, a person, when he 
buys his license, is presumed to 
“have given his implied consent to 
taking a chemical test when ar- 
rested for drunk driving. ` $ 

If he refuses, his license can be 
suspended foř six months. The 
tests are of breath, blood, urine or 
saliva, but the blood test will be 
given only if the driver is ipa 
to take the others. 

After June. 1, 1908, every Florida 
motor vehicle must pass a, safety 
inspection every six months at a 
fee of $1.75 per check. 

The routine inspection will cover 
brakes, lights, horn, steering mech- 
anism, windshield wipers, direc- 
tional signals and tires. 

Counties Have until January 1, 
1968, to decide if they want to take 
over the inspection program $.
